Thomas E. Holden, 18-year- to 


old son of Mr. and Mrs. Vir- 
gil Holden, 1310 W. 13th St., 
Upland, died early Saturday, 
Dec. 23, following an acci- 
dent when his car crashed 
into the side of a train at the 
16th St. spur crossing 

Holden became the first fa-
